Worthen and Granite City Federa- 
tion President Russ ‘Chappell cited 
“circumstances beyond either side’s 
control,” causing an_‘‘interruption 
in the negotiations process.” 

WORTHEN SAID the extension 
agreement will insure that teachers 
and administrators will operate 
under the terms of the current con- 
tract, though the teachers are of- 
ficially not working under the 
contract. 

The contract's deadline expired at

midnight on the night of Nov. 4. The 
deadline was agreed to by both sides 
during last year’s wage reopener 
negotiations. 

“We will continue to pay them un- 
til oneside or another decides to ter- 
minate’ (the agreement), said 
Worthen.

New York Senator 
Daniel Patrick Moynihan and 
Governor Mario Cuomo were par- 
ticularly outspoken, insisting loss of 
the federal deduction for state in- 
come taxes would make it more dif- 
ficult for them to raise needed 
revenues. 

What Moynihan and Cuome failed 
to realize — what most people failed 
to-realize — is that the new tax 
system will bring a major windfall 
to most states. For example, New 
York can expect to gain' an addi- 
tional $1.9 billion under the new 
system.

VENICE — A $571,000 aggregate 
levy was set last week by the Board 


” of Education. Final adoption will 


take place after a public hearing, 
scheduled at 7 p.m. Thursday, Dec. 
18. 

A levy hearing is held when there 
is a projected increase of 5 percent 
or more. 

The levy for collection in 1987 is 
$44,500 more than the $526,500 levy 
adopted last November and about 18 
percent higher than the $488,405 ex- 
tension set by the county clerk last 
year. 

SOME TAX INCREASE may be 
expected next year, possibly as 
much as 29 cents per $100 assessed 
valuation, Superintendent of Schools 
Robert Vickers said. 

“] don’t know exactly what the 
rate will be at this time. The current 
rate is $3.80 $100 assessed valua- 
tion and the estimated levy may br- 
ing it to $4.90 per $100,”’ the ad- 


ministrator speculated. 

The district’s issuance of $100,000 
in Life-Safety bonds in September to 
finance work-on the public schools, 
mandated by state statutes, is the 

reason for an increase of 
that size, he explained. 

REPAYMENT of the bonds is 
calculated at a rate set by the county 
clerk according to property assess- 
ment and a scftool district cannot set 
the levy, Vickers said. 

In 1984, the real estate assessment 
base in the Venice district was 
$12,599,201, which jumped to 
$12,842,632 in 1985, the year that cur- 
rent taxes.are based upon. 

“We will ‘have no information 
about this year’s assessment until 
next spring,’ the superintendent 
said.

Mudslinging a popular tactic 


If you think political advertising in 
the 1980s was nasty, it was at least as 
bad when our forefathers were runn- 
ing for office, according to Keith R. 
Sanders, an expert on political com- 
munication at STUC. 

“If you believe there was a 
pristine past in American politics, in 
which there was no mudslinging, 
you’re remembering a. time that 
never was,” Sanders said. 

He said people today might be sur- 
priséd by what newspapers 100 
years or more ago said about 
political candidates. 

In those days, newspapers allied 
themselves with candidates and par- 
ties to the point of blatant 
partisanship. 

In 1824 and 1828, - for -example, 
newspapers called Andrew Jackson* 
an ‘‘adulterer,” an ‘ignoramus’’ 
and a “Southerner who feared 
neither God nor man.” 


The editor of the Cincinnati 
Gazette wrote, ‘Ought a convicted 
adulteress and her paramour hus- 
band be placed in the highest office 
of this free and Christian land?”’ 


Opponents of Grover Cleveland 
took up the chant, ‘‘Ma, Ma, where’s 
my Pa? Gone to the White House, 
Ha, Ha, Ha,’’ during a campaign in 
which, Cleveland admitted he may 
have fathered an illegitimate child. 

There are equally as“many con- 
temnporary examples, Sanders 
said. 

In 1964, Lyndon Johnson’s media 
people developed a television adver- 
tisement showing a young girl stan- 
ding in a field of daisies, picking 
petals from a daisy one a a time. In 
the background, an atomic bomb ex- 
plodes and a mushroom cloud 
appears. 

Johnson’s voice is heard: ‘‘These 
are the stakes: to make a world in 
which all God’s children can live, or 
go into the dark. We must love each 
other or we must die.” 

An announcer then said, “‘Vote for 
President Johnson on Nov. 3. The 
stakes are too high for you to stay 
home."" 

The point was that if Barry 
Goldwater became president, the 
world would be blown up in a nuclear 
war. 


.. ‘It was a tough ad,”’ Sanders said. 
“After it came on the air, it waspull- 
ed because it created so much con- 
troversy. But it had an afterlife in 
newspaper articles, books, reviews 
and television discussions.’’ 


A Nixon campaign took full advan- 
tage of a chant that grew out of the 
Vietnam War, Sanders said. It went: 
“Hey, hey, LBJ. How many kids did 
you kill today?” 


Candidates of the 1980s are 
criticized for this type of negative, 
emotionally charged campaigning. 
Critics say it sometimes leads can- 
didates and voters alike to ignore 
issues like employment, education 
and the economy. 

But does the tar brush work? 


“There are some campaign situa- 
tions in which negative advertising 
seems to be effective,” Sanders 
said. “It's sometimes hymorous, 
and that can add to its effectiveness. 
It may reinforce feelings that the 
electorate holds about the candidate 
at. whom the advertisement is 
aimed.” ‘

Democrats 
staged big 
effort to get 
out voters 


‘The biggest get-out-the-vote effort 
by the Illinois Democratic State Cen- 
tral Committee in history ended 
Nov. 4, state party chairman Vince 
Demuzio of Carlinville said. 

Sen. Demuzio announced 700,000 
mailgrams were sent out and the 
statewide effort was backed up by 
unprecented efforts by county 
Democratic committees. 

Madison County Democrats, in an 
effort financed by a donation from 
the campaign fund of State’s At- 
torney Dick Allen, mailed postcards 
which identified the specific 
numbers associated with the 
Democrats’ “punch three strategy.” 

Under the strategy, voters were 
asked to vote straight Democratic 
and then also go to the Solidarity 
party positions and vote for Adlai 
Stevenson for governor and Jane 
Spirgel for secretary of state to 
“knock out Jim Thompson and the 
LaRouchies.”’ 

Mailgrams from the State Central 
Committee identified specific ballot 
numbers in the City of Chicago and 
suburbs; but because.of the number 
of different election jurisdictions 
that was not possible downstate, 
Demuzio noted. 

‘F sVoters were asked to “take this 
telegram into the voting booth and 
be sure to follow these easy 
instructions.” 

In addition to the mailgrams and 
the local efforts, a toll-free ‘‘voter 
education hotline’ was established 
to give additional instruction on the 
““punch three’ method through elec- 
tion day, Demuzio said. 

A 30-second television commercial 
in which an elderly couple sitting in 
rocking chairs explained the ‘‘punch 
three’” method also was run on 
downstate stations. Running the ad 
cost an estimated $50,000. The ad did 
not run on St. Louis stations, 
however, because of the high cost, 
Demuzio said. 

Total cost of his party’s voter 
education program was more than 
$250,000.

Beginning July 1, 1988, individuals 
seeking teaching, school service, 
and administrative certificates for 
the first time. in Illinois or those 
seeking additional certificates will 
have to pass one or more subject- 
matter tests and a basic skills test. 

Participants in the job analysis, 
called a Content Inventory, are 
reviewing test objectives 
(statements of content knowledge) 
in their fields of expertise and in the 
basic skills. 

This review process assures that 
ICTS has ‘‘job-related’’ tests in 53 
certificate fields. 

Assisting the State Board in 
designing the testing system is Na- 
tional Evaluations Systems Inc. 
(NES). of Amherst, Mass. Selected 
through a competitve bid process, 
NES has extensive involvement in 


certification testing 

For ICTS to meet the unique needs 
of Illinois, the Board chose hundreds 
of educators to be sampled in each 
certificate field and the basic skills. 
The Content Inventory forms were 
distributed during the week of Oct. 
20. Local educators were asked to 
return the forms to NES by Nov. 7. 

Responses on the content inven- 
tory will determine those objective 
that best reflect the entry-lev 
knowledge required of Illinoi 
educators to do their jobs. The objec 
es are an important aspect in 
developing about 7,500 questions for 
the final tests. 

The testing system, which is a part 
of the educational reform package 
enacted by Illinois lawmakers in 
1985, will not replace the present 
structure for certification. 

ICTS will be coupled with the 
state’s present certification process 
for educators. This process requires 
an individual to complete an approv- 
ed education program, meet specific 
course and experience re- 
quirements, and have the ap- 
propriate college degrees. 














The Board is involving 
educators throughout the devlop- 
ment of the ICTS to ensure that the 
tests meet the following criteria: 


Gov. James R. Thompson has an- 

* nounced a study to evaluate a new 

syStem to remove naturally occurr- 

ing radium from community drink- 
ing water supplies in Illinois. 

“This study will be most useful, 
since a number of Illinois com- 
munities have radium levels in their 
drinking water supplies that exceed 
federal guidelines,” he said. ‘‘New 
technologies to address.this problem 
can protect the public health while 
permitting economic growth in these 
communities. 

The study will be conducted under 
a contract with the Illinois Depart- 
ment of Nuclear Safety (DNS) by 
Battelle Memorial Institute, a scien- 
tific research and engineering firm 
headquartered in Columbus, Ohio. 
The study will allow the state to 
evaluate a system developed by an 
Illinois firm, Iso-Glear Inc., based in 
Yorkville, for removing radium 
from drinking water. 

Iso-Clear has proposed a filtering 
system using a compound called 
“GYC,” which can remove radium: 
from drinking water supplies. 
Radium levels in excess of federal 
limits have been discovered in 100 II- 
linois communities.
